Victims Were Mostly Women 
and Children-—-The Acci- 
dent Was Caused by the 
Overcrowding of the Pier. 
Panic Followed in the Vast 
Crowd and Work of Rescue 
Was Difficult. 


Cal., May 24.—Too 
the burden of nearly 
beings assembled for 
the festivities of “British Empire 
the land end of the pig doupble- 
decked municipal pier in front of the 
city auditorium collapsed today. Hun- 
dreds of persons on the top deck were 
munged down the heads of otner 
hundreds crowded on the second deck. 
The lower deck then gave way, ana 
all were dropped down a chute of 
shattered woodwork to the tige-wash- 
ed sands 25 feet below. 

Thirty-three persons, mostiy 
were killed by the. shivered 
or crushed to death by the 
bodies of companions and friends 
more were seriously injured, 
azhysteria and fright caused the 
abling of scores of others. 

A section of the auditorium, which 
went down in the crash, and the de- 
bris from it was added to the wreck 
that fell on top of the injured and 
dead.

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Deliberately steering her automobile 
into a telephone pole to avoid running 
over a man, Miss June Rooney, 152 
North Moreland avenue, proved the 
heroine in an automobile accident yes- 
terday, in which she was severely in- 
jured and gashed about the face. 

Intentionally courting danger, and

Mr. Haucks, who was run down by 
Miss Rooney, though injured, was able 
to walk to his home at 58 Boulevard 
Terrace, and his injuries are not so 
serious as those of the game chauffeur, 
Miss Rooney, whose first request, upon 
reaching the hospital, was that a phy- 
sician be dispatched to the home of the 
man whom she had run down and in- 
jured.

It clearly 
appears, however, from the tariff 
board report, that owing toc condi- 
tions abroad, particularly cheaper la- 
bor in the preparatory departments, 
the costs of manufacture were rela- 
tively cheaper abroad in relation to 
American costs, as to yarn than as to 
plain cloths. The reason of this is the 
sreater use in America cf automatic 
looms, and the willingness of the 
laborer to’tend a greater number of 
looms than abroad. These being the 
facts, rates on yarn should be the 
same with regard to the unit of num- 
ber, as on cloths.

Smith Predicts Changes.

Washington, D. C., May 24.—(Spe- 
cial.).—Cotton manufacturers will fire 
a final Lroadside at the senate finance 
committee on Monday. Representatives 
of the cotton industry from Georgia, 
the Carolinas, and New England, are 
expected in Washington. F. B. Gordon, 
of Columbus, Ga., who recently gave 
out an interview sharply attacking 
the ratés on cotton textiles in the 
Underwood bill, will make an oral 
argument before the sub-committee, 
of which Senator Hoke Smith is a 
member, 

In discussing the bill today, Senator 
Smith said: 

“We will 
Tuesday night,

ready to report on the cotton 
ule. There will be a number of 
changes in the bill, but these will 
not be startling, and will be in line 
with its general purpose. 

“The house bill is an admirable 
measure, Lut it would be remarkgble 
if in its thousands of items there were 
not some that needed changing. 

Wants All Information. 

“T have insisted upon hearings with 
the view to obtaining all the informa- 
tion possible. Some products are put 
in the wrong classification, which 
means applying to them a duty that 
is unjust. These wiil be changed by 
amendment. ~ 

“There will be increases in the cot- 
ton schedule, and an allowance wil} 
be made for the process of dyeing, 
twisting, combing and mercerizing 
cotton fabrics. 

“Tron ore will be made free in the 
bill, as will ferro manganese, which is 
used in the steel industry. 

“Ags to wool and sugar, I do not 
anticipate that there will be any 
change, although there is strong pres- 
sure on part of the western demo- 
cratic senators to bring this about. 

“IT have not yet studied carefully 
the income tax or administrative fea- 
tures of the bill, but the suggestions 
and eriticism from all parts of the 
country may have disclosed some in- 
justice or inequalities in sfthese sec- 
tions which we may wish to correct. 

“The same arguments that will tin- 
duce me to offer amendments with the 
view to perfecting the Underwood bill 
will, I am sure, induce our colleagues 
in the house to accept these amend- 
ments,” 

Progress Slow on Bill. 

Democratic leaders now have no 
hopes of getting the tariff bill 
into the senate for debate - before 
June 10 or probably iater. The 
real work of getting schedules in 
shape for presentation to the caucus 
has not progressed 4s rapidly as leaca- 
ers expected. Some changes in tne 
rates on manufactures of wool may be 
recommended by Senator Stone’s. sub- 
committee It was said the changes 
would make reductions. Some changes. 
it becime Known, are to be recom- 
mended for cotton manufactures. They 
are expected to be increases. 

Wool and sugar continued subjects 
of considerable discussion, but the best 
information seemed to bear out decla- 
rations of administration leaders thnt 
no changes on raw wool or sugar 
would be made by the party unless in 
the democratic caucus. 

Darwin P. Kingsley, president of the 
New York Life Insurance company, 
will have a hearing Monday before 
the sub-committee composed of Sena- 
tors Williams, Shively and Gore, on 
provisions of the income tax section 
which relate to insurance companies.

CHAINGANG PRISONERS 
ARE POLLUTING SOIL 


May 24.—Prisoners “in 
chain gangs in many communities are 
compelled to live under conditions of 
filth that are ideal for the spread of 
Soi] pollution diseases, according to 
an announcement today by Professor 
Charles Wardell Etiles, of the public 
health service, who has made a study 
of conditions in penal institutions.

Two Hours Later.

(COLLEGE MATE TELLS OF LIFE 
OF WALKER AT UNIVERSITY 


By Robert Moran. 

The pages of a Pandora issued in 
the year 1903 will give interesting s:de- 
lights on the life of Sanders Walker, 
who recently died in the home of Sid- 
ney Lanier, at Macon, through takius 
a bi-chloride of mercury tablet in mis-' 
take for asperin. 

The-Pandora ds the annual publica- 
tion issued by the University of Geor- 
gia. For many-years it was publish- 
ed by the fraternities of that collegs, 
but about ten years ago this was 
changed, and it is now published by 
representatives of frats and non-frats. 

Sanders Walker came to the untver- 
sity in 1899 and received his diploma 
in 1903. During those four years he 
was one of the best liked boys in 
Athens, and In many college activities 
he had his part, either as principal or 
as supporter. 

Perhaps he was better known in ath- 
letics than in any other branch. It nas 
been erroneously stated that he was 
a shortstop on the University «f Geor- 
via teams. .This varies a little from 
the real facts in the case. Walker was 
an outfielder and a good one. His hit- 
ting was not so heavy, but he was a 
clever fielder and Coach Reynolds, wh» 
was then in charge of the Georgia 
teams, esteemed him highly.

HE ASKED ABOUT GAMES 
It’ will be recalled that just a few 
days before death came to relieve hi:n

Clarity of Mind

Hundreds of Messages 
From All Over World. 


Hundreds of telegrams received by 
the Walker family during the week 
of the young real estate man’s spec- 
tacular fight against death were elo- 
quent of the nation-wide admiration 
aroused by his gallant efforts. Not 
only were telegrams received every 
fé-w moments at the Walker home for 
Six or seven days, but numbers ot 
cablegrams from physicians in Europe 
came to the family, these latter being 
mainly suggestions as to the best man- 
ner in which to treat the case. 

Although the family has steadfastly 
declined to make public any of these 
telegrams it is Known that many of 
them are from prominent medical ex- 
perts of this country, who, seeing the 
reports of the young Georgian’s con- 
dition, voluntarily wired to the phys- 
icians in charge tHe result of similar 
cases under their observation. 

Other telegrams are known to have 
been received from various, new 
thought followers, and some from 
quacks, recommending the discharge 
of doctors, and declaring that mental 
cure was the only hope for the suffer- 
ing man. 

The attending physicians, Drs. Har- 
rold and Jackson, of Macon, met every 
request for information as to the 
treatment being administered to Wal- 
ker with a positive declination to talk, 
but it is generally understood that the 
use of saline injections was practically 
the only treatment. This was decided 
upon after telegraphic consultation 
with some of .the greatest physicians 
of America, immediate communication. 
having been established by the Macon 
doctors with specialists in New York, 
Baltimore and other cities, immediate- 
ly after the first examination. 

It was hoped that the lLfe-giving 
properties of salt might by some mir- 
acle of curing, bring back life to the 
kidneys which had been paralyzed by 
the deadly poison which they had ab- 
sorbed. Bichloride of mercury does 
not kill from its own immediate ef- 
fects, death resulting from euremic 
poisoning following the paralysis caus- 
ed Ly the mercury.

entirely free from all traces of the 
poison he took for several days be- 
fore his death, the unusually long 
time which elapsed before he finally 
succumbed being due to his magnifi- 
cent physical powers, enabling him to 
resist the poison generated in his own 
system. 


Striking Incidents 
In Walker’s Youth. 


He was born in Monroe on April 9, 
1883, thirty years ago. 

His friends there still remember the 
beautiful and inspiring talk he made 
in relating his Christian experience at 
adaylight prayer meeting there on the 
day that he was’ 21 vears of age. He 
was a Christian man of both faith and 
works, and a quiet and retiring bene- 
factor, who often went out of his way 
to do an unselfish service for mankind. 

He was one of a class of four in the 
ninth grade of the Monroe high school 
in the year 1898, the other three being 
Dr. H. B. Nunnally, formerly of the 
Grady hospital, Atlanta, now of this 
city; E. M. Wayne, now cf Monroe, 
formerly oof Atlanta. and Colonel 
Manche Goodwin, formerly of Monroe, 
but now of Sandersville. 

All of Walker's schooling in Monroe 
Was received under Professor John 
Gibson. From there he went to Grif- 
fir to school for a while, and from 
there to the University of Georgia, 
where he graduated in 1903. 

His friends there knew him as a 
young man of lovable nature, fine 
character and business ability, gener- 
ous to a fault and with a heart which 
beat in sympathy with all in distress. 

After leaving the state university 
he went to Barnesville, where he held 
the position of bank cashier for a year. 

It was while residing at Barnesville 
that he was united in marriage to 
Miss Marie Stevens, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. W. C. Stevens, of Stevens 
Pottery 

Returning to Monroe, he purchased 
an interest in the business of the 
Walton Trading company, dealers in 
buggies, wagons and live stock, and 
resided therefor one year. Coming to 
Macon six vears ago, he was for three 
years cashier of the Citizens’ Nationa! 
bank, and for the past three years 
was engaged inthe real estate busi- 
ness in this city. 

Walker was the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
B. S. Walker, Sr., of Monroe, his father 
now being president of the Bank of 
Monrce, president of the Monroe Cot- 
ton Mills and a prominent and public- 
spirited citizen.

Leaders of Factions Confer at 
Washington and Plan Reor- 
ganization—National Con- 
vention Likely to Be Called 


Washington, May 24.—Leaders of the 
republican party laid preliminary plans 
here today for the congressional cam- 
paign of 1914 and the national politi- 
cal battle of two years later to regain 
control of congress and possession of 
the white house. 


| 


AS a result the republican national 
committee will meet sixty days after 
adjournment of the extra session of 
congress and an extraordinary repub- 
lican national convention is expected 
not later than a year hence. 

Changes in the basis of representa- 
tion in national conventions and re- 
form methods of party procedure, which 
have been subject to criticism, will be 
disposed through these agencies. Close 
co-operation between the national com- 
mittee and the congressional campaign 
committee was agreed upon. 

Today’s conference wag the first for- 
mal meeting of republican leaders since 
the 1912 campaign, and it was harmo- 
nious from the time Chairman Charles 
D. Hilles, of the national committee, 
called for order, until the last motion 
was adopted. The need for reform 
within the party was not denied. The 
suggestion of the progressive element 
for a national convention in the near 
future was heard, and it was practical- 
ly the unanimous opinion that such a 
convention should be called. It was 
decided to submit this question to the 
national committee, and the agreement 
of opinion among the executive com- 
mitteemen was taken as an indication 
of what might be expected from the 
larger body. 

Committees to Co-Operate. 

Plan for the campaign agreed upon 
includeég co-operation by the national 
committee with the congressional cam- 
paign commtitee through headquarters 
to be established here in July. Secre- 
tary James B. Reynolds, of the nation- 
al committee, will be in charge. 

A committee was selected to con- 
sider questions affecting contests be- 
fore the national committee and recog- 
nition of the primary system of elect- 
ing delegates to national conventions. 
This committee is expected to advise 
the national committee whether it has 
authority to change the basis of repre- 
sentation. The executive committee 
was not agreed upon this question and 
legal advice was thought advisable. 
It was the general opinion, however, 


i. change 


that a national convention would be 
called in any event. 

senator Jones, representing progres- 
sives who met in Chicago recently to 
urge an early. national convention, a 
clearer understanding of how primary 
delegate elections were to be regarded, 
the methods of settling contests and a 
of representation, expressed 
himself as personally satisfied with to- 
day’s action. 

National committeeman Martin, of 
Virginia, made a speech against a re- 
duction of southern representation, but 
other members were responsible for 
the statement that republican leaders 
in other southern states would not op- 
pose this plan. 

The decision to call the national 
committee all together sixty days after 
adjournment of congress was reached 
because by. that time party leaders be- 
lieve that they will have a sufficient 
knowledge of what the country thinks 
of the democratic tariff, currency re- 
form and possibly other important leg- 
islation, to lay definite lines for the 
campaign. 

Need of National Convention. 

The session of the executive commit- 
tee was devoted almost entirely to a 
discussion of the need for a national 
convention. Committeeman Warren, 
of Michigan, made the motion to call 
a meeting and practically every mem- 
ber joined in the debate that followed. 
There were no expressions of disap- 
Proval, the only questions were those 
of detail. 

Practical unanimous’ sentiment de- 
veloped in favor of holding the con- 
vention. The executive committee 
probably will recommend that to the 
national committee. While a majority 
of the executive committee expressed 
the belief that the national committee 
could change the basis of southern 
representation and change the -party 
rules, they agreed that the weight of 
a party convention should be put be- 
hind any reorganization plan, 

Former Senator Sanders, national 
committeeman from Tennessee, de- 
clared the repwhblicans should wait un- 
til “they heard the echoes from the 
country” on the achievements of the 
democratic administration. 

A policy of co-operation between the 
republican national committee and the 


) rected 


republican congressional committee was 
agreed upon. 
Memorial for Progressives, 

When the committee met it had a 
memorial from the conciliation com- 
mittee of republican progressives, 
headed by Senator Cummins, appointed 
as a result of the recent Chicago con- 
ference. This. formulated a request 
that an early meeting of the national 
committee be called. It included a 
statement of the reforms proposed at 
the Chicago conference, which would 
provide for party recognition of thea 
primary system of selecting delegates 
to the national conventions and a 
change of basis of representation 
conform to the voting strength of the 
party in the various states, a change di- 
against the heavy representa- 
tion from the south. 

Upon the merits of proposed reforms 
the executive committee does not pass. 
As far as contemplated reorganizatio 
Plans are ‘concerned, the only thine 
the committee may decide is whether 
to call the national committee. Many 
leaders assert that a convention is not 
necessary to carry out contemplated 
reorganization plans, that the commit- 
tee can enact them. The progressive 
republicans, however,‘ insist a conven- 
tion is necessary. 

Senator Jones, holding a proxy from 
Sam Perkins, national committeeman 
from Washington, sat with the execu- 
tive committee and presented the ideas 
of Senator Cummins ‘and the progress- 
ives seeking an early national con- 
vention. Many republicans of promi- 
nence, including former Speaker Can- 
non and former Representative McKin- 
ley, Manager of the Taft pre-vorfven- 
tlon campaign, gathered about the 
room where the committee met. 

The letter from the conciliation com- 
mittee sets forth a report of the pro- 
gressive repliblican conference in Chi- 
cago and asks for “a ‘meeting of the 
republican national committee in the 
near future to act upon the suggestion 
made by a great many republicans that 
there be held during the present year a 
republican national convention.” 

Reasons for Request 

Setting forth the reasons for this re- 
quest, the committee, in part, says: 

“We believe that an overwhelming 
majority of the republican party have 
reached the conclusion that the basis 
of representation in our national con- 


to 


ventions is not only unjust, but con- ‘ 


trary to.the fundamental principle of 
representative government. The pres- 
ent system enables a minority of re- 
publicans to control national conven- 
tions, dictate party nominations and 
determine party declarations, and, 
however praiseworthy may have been 
the motive for its original adoption, 
it is no longer defensible. 

“We earnestly desire the restoration 
of the republican party to full strength 
and power. Its principles are seund, 
wise and patriotic, and the bady of the 
party will apply ‘those principles to 
the conditions of modern times in an 
enlightened, unselfish way if they have 
a fair opportunity to do so. 

“So long as the voting republicans 
in certain sections of the country have 
from 8 to 50 times greater representa- 
tion in a national convention than the 
voting republicans in other sections of 
the country, it cannot be said that the 
act of the covention is the act of the 
majority and discontent followed by re- 
volt are the natural results. 

“We believe that it is more logical 
that republican national committeemen 


} Should assume office prior, rather than 


subsequent to future regular republican 
national conventions. We believe that 
some method should be devised and put 
into effect before the next regular re- 
publican national convention, where- 
by the unhappy contests which have 
marked the seating of delegates in past 
republican national conventions should 
be reduced to a minimum and settled 
without heat and partisanship, which 
have so often marked them.”

Undoubteaty these were 
great players, but they didn’t have 
anything on Cobb as an all-around 
ball player. 

Cobb can outfield and outhit Ewing 
and Kelly and he can outhit William- 
son. He couldn't play third, of course, 
but he can beat the trio to a frazzle on 
the chalk lines, and that’s all there 
is to it.

May Convey Hidden: Signs; 
Codes Are Generally Simple

Many persons under the im- 
pression that the signals used by base- 
ball teams are very complicated and 
hard to fathom. In that belief they 
are wrong. aS usually signals are very 
simple and things that are commonly 
fone on the ball field often telegraph 
intended plays, offensively and defen- 
sively. 

It is true that 
mals are used by every major 
baseball club. In this way the 
nents are kept guessing and just when 
they think they have the signs of the 
catcher or batsman, and play accord- 
ingly, they may be crossed and 
to look foolish. 

The catcher has the brunt of the 
signals to handle. Frequently he will 
have tw jor three sets of ench sign. 
Of cour! hat means two or three sets 
with the itcher, the same number 
with the second baseman and shortstop, 
and several with the first baseman and 
third baseman. 7 

Bench managers, in. directing their 
layers, uSually signal to one player. 

hat player passé@s the order along to 
the others by means of a signal. The 
managers who do not don a uniform 
invariably use a score card to tele- 
graph their orders to the captain. Lead- 
ers who go on the coaching line and 
players who make a specialty of coach- 
img have different positions of the 
body and feerwnd frequently sing out 
words which mean a whole lot, but 
*pound ordinary to the fans. 

Signals Are Very Simple. 

The catcher and pitcher in the big 
feagues employ very simple signals. 
Nearly every backstop uses the same. 
One or two fingers pointing downward 
usually means a curve or a fast ball, 
while three fingers the fist 
up means a waste ball.

Hit and run signals vary a lot. Some 
batters touch their on the beak, 
move it around on their head or remove 
it and put back. They may pass 
their hand over their chin, hold the 
bat in a peculiar way, run their hands 
up to the big end of the bat, tap the 
bat on the plate two or three times, 
knock the dirt off their shoes or take 
a hitch in their trousers. All these 
moves are familiar to the fans and you 
them made every day. But they 
may carry a hidden meaning which will 
help to decide the ball game for the 
players who are watching for them. 

To miss one of these signs is a 
breach of team play and causes much 
of the wrangling among the players. 
For instance, if the batter gives the 
hit and run sign, he always tries to 
protect the runner. He may go after 
a bad ball and pop it up or may swing 
at a bad one and miss it, 
strike.

There are many Players who make 
a study of signs and how to. steal 
them. And while some are successful, 
others occasionally get into trouble by 
being crossed. 

I was told by one of our major 
league second basemen that he once 
thought he had the hit-and-run signal 
of an opposing team. The batter inva- 
riably ran his hand down to the long 
end of the stick when he came up to 
hit with the runner. 

The second sacker played deep and 
refused to go to the base to cover for 
a steal. But three times the steal was 
attempted and the opponents gct away 
with it. Then the inflelder became 
wise. He knew taht the signs had 
heen changed and what once called 
for hit and run was now only a bluff 
and the steal was pulled. 

Joke on Catcher. ,

USEFUL HINTS TO 
MOTOR CAR OWNERS 


Among the many causes of lors of 
power it is doubtful if there is any 
that is more obscure or more 4diffi- 
cult to locate than that which resvits 
from .lovse piston rings—rings that 
haved become so worn that they do not 
fit their respective grooves properly. 
The reason for the loss of power such 
a cause is twofold: Due to the leak, 
the partial vacuum caused during the 
Gown stroke of the piston is reduced, 
which results in an insufficient quan- 
tity of mixture being drawn into the 
combustion space, andi part of th> ex- 
plosive force is lost when the gases 
pass the rings, Generally the con- 
dition may tke detected by running 
the engine for a short time and Iin- 
Bpectinge the crank case for smoke. 
Of course, if the crank case is not 
provided with hand holes or inspection 
plated such procedure is not possible 
and it will be necessary to rely on 
the hearing alone, the engine being 
cranked slowly by hand. The remedy 
is obvious and is embraced in a re- 
newal of the piston rings. Sometimes 
a similar trouble may be traced to 
scored cylinders, 


Without the proper tools and equip- 
ment lead burning is an impossibility, 
and even with all the requisites, un- 
less the operator ts proficient, not a 
little trouble. is experienced. When 
the storage battery lugs become dis- 
connected, if the operator is either tn- 
experienced or without the proper fac- 
ilities to burn them together, it Is well 
to resort to autogeneous welding, 
which is really not so complex as 
the name seems to indicate, and can 
readily be carried out by any one who 
can hold a soldering bit. It suffices 
to clean the lead lugs thoroughly by 
scraping and apply’'a layer of lead 
amalgam, which is a mixture of lead 
and mercury. Pass the heated tron 
across the amalgam and the union is 
complete. Care should be taken to see 
that none of the melted lead drops into 
the battery or on the sealing ma- 
terial. 

Although there may be no particular 
carger of blewing up compressed air 
reservoirs such as are used for tire 
inflation or engine starting purposes, 
due to the fact that almost invariably 
they are equipped with some sort of 
a safety valve to prevent such con- 
tingencies, it is unwise for obvious 
reasons to per air compressor 
to run for a Aireater length of time 
than is necessary to obtain the de- 
sired pressure.

(a) A strong solution of alkali and 
water is good to remove foreign mat- 
ter from the water jackets. The solu- 
tion should not be allowed to remain 
in the metor longer than twenty min- 
utes. 

(b) There are several causes for 
overheating when climbing hills. The 
cooling system may be defective, the 
the cylinders may be carbonized, there 
may be insufficient lubrication, OT pos- 
sibly the spark is not advanced suf- 
ficiently. Many cars will overheat 
when climbing hills and not overheat 
under other conditions. When a car is 
climbing a hill on the lower gears the 
motor is turning over very fast while 
the rate of speed of the car is slow. 
The rate of speed of the car has a 
great deal to do with the cooling of 
the motor. For example, when the car 
is traveling in high gear approxi- 
mately 25 miles an hour, the motor is 
turning over reasonably slow, and the 
cooling area due to the air pressure 
on the radiator is largely increased 
In climbing hills in low gear the mo- 
tor turns over very fast at full throt- 
tle, and tue cooling area is considera- 
bly reduced, due to the speed cf the car 
keing slow. It is true that the fan 
revolves at a speed proportionate to 
the engine speed, nevertheless the ad- 
ditional cooling effect attained by a 
slight wind pressure determines more 
or less the temperature of the motor. 
This seems rather a smal] factor to 
Cause the overheating, but when you 
consider tuat the cooling svstem is 
designed to keep the motor at a tem- 
perature just below the boiling point 
under normal conditions you will ap- 
preciate that very little will produce 
overheating when the motor is worked 
hard. Often a rich carburetor mixture 
Will »~roduce overheating under normal 
conditionos.

tl is possible to use dry cells for the 
purpose you speak of, but they would 
prove neither economical nor satisfac- 
tory. Assuming that you use six-volt 
four-candlepower lamps you will find 
that the three lamps will use almost 
an ampere of ‘current, which would 
mean that a set of dry cells in first- 
class condition would not keep them 
lighted very long. It would also be 
necessary to use at least six dry cells 
connected in series to light them at all, 
and after once having exhausted the 
cells they -are worthless and would 
have to be replaced. While the initial 
cost of ‘a storage battery is rather 
high, a good 60-ampere hour battery 
will light three lamps for a period of 
fifty hours or more and can be re- 
charged over night for 50 cents or 
less. 


Motoring Department, The Constitu- 
tion—I have’on my car a priming cup, 
the pipe of which is connected to the 
intake pipe, but I find this is not as 
efficient as priming through the regu- 
lar priming cocks above the valves.

Hog Cholera Losses. | 

Attention is called to the serious | 
losses among farmers from hog chol- | 
era and also to the faoat that a greet | 
deal of worthless serum for thetreat- 
sease is being sold. The. 
commissi¢ner believes that the hog 
cholera situation may be controlled by 
rigid quarantine enforcement, and also 
by the use of Dorsett-Miles’ anti-hog 
cholera serum, which the department 
expects soon to be able to furnish at 
the cost of 1 cent per cubic centime- 
ter. 

It is recommended that serum sold 
by private individuals shculd be under 
the supervision and insipection of the 
state veterinarian, and that the law 
be amended so as to cover that ques- 
tion. 

The commissioner recommends that 
the fees for the inspection of gaso- 
line, benzine, naptha and other prod- 
ucts of petroleum should be reduced 
where the inspected articles are used 
for manufacturing purposes only. He 
points out that in certain cases the 
law, as it now stands, is working a 
great hardship upon manufacturers. 

New Laboratory Section. 

The action of the last legislature in 
making an appropriation for the en- 
largement of the laboratory section of 
the department is commended. Con- 
vincine proof that the money has been 
well expended, says the commissioner, 
ts furnished by a oursory inspection 
of the new laboratory in the basement 
of the capitol. He recommends that 
the legislature appropriate $7,500 an- 
nually from the funds of the depart- 
ment not otherwise expended, for the 
purpose of carrying on the food and 
bacteriological jaboratory work, and 
a similar sum for the work of the 
chemical laboratory. 

The commissioner calls attention to 
the fact that the task of fwod and 
drug inspection has grown too heavy 
for one man, and he suggests that In- 
spector P. A. Methvin be given an @Ss- 
sistant at a salary commensurate with 
his duties. He also recommends that 
the salary of the state oil .inspector 
be dncreased from $100 per month to 
$2,000 per year.

DIXIE VETERANS 
IN 23D REUNION 


Survivors of “Lost Cause” to 
Meet in Chattanooga Tues- 
day—Camp Stewart Ready 
for the Veterans. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., May 24.—Pitched 
in the shadow of Missionary Ridge, 
where “the battle above the clouds” 
was fought fifty years ago, Camp Ste»- 
#rt now awaits the arrival of sur- 
Vivors of that and other noted engage- 
ments in the war between the states, 
who will attend the United Confeder- 
ate Veterans’ twenty-third annual re- 
union here May 27 to 29. 

Hundreds of army tents tendered by 
the United States government compose 
the Camp, located in Jackson park, 
and named after General A. P. Stewart 
the famous confederate leader. 

While formal opening of the reunion 
is scheduled for Tuesday, many vet- 
erans and visitors are expected to ar- 
rive sooner to attend sessions of the 
Confederate States’ Memorial associa- 
tion and the Sons of Confederate Vet- 
@rans Monday afternoon and eventing. 

‘A review of the Eleventh United 
States cavalry and the first session of 
the United Confederate Veterans in the 
city auditorium Tuesday morning will 
mark the opening of the reunion 
proper. 

General Young to Preside. 

General Bennett M. Young, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., commander-in-chief of the 
United Confederate Veterans, will pre- 
side at the sessions of that body. 
Among the speakers scheduled to de- 
liver addresses at the opening meeting 
are Governor Ben W. Hooper, of Ten- 
nessee; Mayor T. C. Thompson, of Chat- 
tanooga, and General Young. The lat- 
ter will accept the use of the audito- 
rium in behalf of the veterans. 

Sponsors of practically every division 
and brigade of the veterans’ organiza- 
tion will participate in a parade sched- 
uled for Tuesday afternoon. Many of 
these sponsors are said to be perturbed 
over an official order issued recently 
requiring them to use only side saddles 
in the event they enter the parade 
mounted. This order provides that no 
women participating in pageants dur- 
ing the reunion will be permitted to 
ride astride. 

A spectacular display 1s expected | 
Tuesday evening when an elaborate re- 
ception is to be tendered the sponsors, 
maids of honor and visiting sons and 
daughters of the veterans. 

Business sessions of the different or- 
ganizations represented will be held 
Wednesday morning. In the afternoon 
a parade of the Sons of Confederate 
Veterans is the principal feature on 
the program. 

The Grand Ball. 

Years are expected to fall from many 
aged veterans. Wednesday evening 
when the grand ball in their honor will 
be given in a gigantic’ pavillion erected 
on the athletic field of the University 
of Chattanooga.

GOVERNOR SHUTS DOWN. 


ON PARDON APPLICANTS 


Daily Presentation of Cases Is 
Seriously Interfering With 
the State’s Business. 


a 


So much of his time is taken up by 
parties interested in securing execu- 
tive clemency for criminals that Gov- 
ernor Brown found it necessary yes- 
terday to give out a statement calling 
attention to the fact that he would, in 
no instance, consider pardon applica- 
tions except on the last Thursday and 
Friday of each month. 

Owing to the fact, however, that the 
legislature will be in session on the 
last Thursday and Friday in June, the 
governor will hear clemency cases on 
June 19 and 20. On no other days in 
June will applications for pardons be 
heard. 

The Governor's Statement. _ 

The statement of the governor fol- 
lows: 

“In view of the fact that parties in- 
terested in securing action on applica- 
tichs for executive clemency are in- 
sisting upon presenting these cases 
daily, thereby depriving the law-ebid- 
ing people of this state of the atten- 
tion which their affairs merit, I am 
compelled to state that I shail decline 
without argument all cases which are 
brought into the exeoutive office on 
days other. than those appointed for 
consideration of the same. Those days 
it has been repeatedly stated, are the 
last Thursday and Friday of each 
month. 

“But inasanuch as the fegislature 
will be in session on the last Thursday 
and Friday in June,I will give atten- 
tion to clemency cases on June 19 and 
20. On no other days in June will I 
set aside the business of law-abiding 
citizens for the purpose of considering 
applications for executive clemency to 
persons convicted of violating the 
laws.”

Steamer Nevada Strikes Mine in 
Gulf of Smyrna—Only 80 
Persons Saved. 


Smyrna, May 24.—The steamer Ne- 
vada, with 200 passengers on board, 
struck three mines in succession to- 
day in the Gulf of Smyrna and sank. 
Only eighty passengers are reported 
saved, The mines were strewn on 
the coast waters by the Turks to pre- 
vent an attack by the rGeek fleet 
during the Balkan war. 

The Nevada was owned by the Had- 
ji Daout company and ran in the 
eastern Mediterranean, 

The Nevada was leaving the Gulf 
of Smyrna when a Russian steamer 


was coming in and to avoid a collision 
the first named vessel left the chan-| 
ne] and entered a mine field. 

The Nevada struck three mines and/| 
@éach exploded in quick succession. 
The last was followed by an explo- 
sion on the ship which immediately 
sank. 

Of the 200 passengers on the steam- 
er eighty were rescued Dy boats 
which put off from the French 
eruiser Bruix, which was anchored /in 
the harbor. 

The Nevada, though owned by a 
Turkish company, was flying the 
American flag. She belonged, to.a 
fleet of eight steamers of which sev- 
en were renamed in 1910 and were 
transferred to the American ‘lag. 

She is the second passenger steam- 
er to be sunk by mines in the Gulf 
of Smyrna within a week, and the 
fourth destroyed in this manner since 
the gulf was mined 6n/the outbreak 
of the Turco-lItallan war.

Napoleon’s First Victory. 


(From “Reminiscences of a Diplomat's 

It is a matter of history that at the 
Battle of <Aspern-Essling in 1809, 
Arehduke Charles, of Austria, consid- 
ered by many one of the greatest sol- 
diersof his day, inflicted upon Napo- 
leon the first serious defeat that he 
had ever suffered. Not so well known 
is the story of an earlier battle be- 
tween these two soldiers. 

One day in 1778 the Archduke 
Charles and his brother, Ferdinand, 
aged 7 and 9, respectively, were play- 
ing with a box of wooden soldiers in 
an ante-room of the grand ducal pal- 
ace at Florence. It happened that a 
gentleiman accompanied by his little 
son, called to pay his respects to the 
grand duke of Tuscany, the father of 
the two brothers. After waiting for 
some minutes in the ante-room the 
stranger was summoned to the grand 
duke’s study. 

The boy, whom he left waiting in 
the room, was a sallow, aggressive 
child, with fine gray eyes and a pre- 
maturely sericus expression. In his 
father’s absence he amused himself 
by joining the two small archdukes 
in their mimic warfare on the carpet. 
Gradually, to their disipleasure, he. be- 
gan to get the better of them. His 
toy cannon, which he worked vigor- 
vusly, mowed down their soldiers as 
fast as they could set them up. At 
last, when a quarrel was imminent 
and the little archdukes were on the 
point of pummeling their adversary, 
they were restrained by the return of 
his father, accompanied by the kindly 
“rand duke. 

“Eh, but your youngster is begin- 
ning well, Monsieur de Bonaparte,” he 
said, laughing. “I see he has been 
outmanuevering my sons while we 
have been talking. Well, good luck to 
him! I trust you will have no trouble 
in getting him intothe establishment 
at Brienne.”

Hints for Motorcycle Vaca- 


tionists. 


(J. H. Donohue, in Leslie's.) 

Roughly speaking, the road costume 
of the motorcycle vacationist should 
be made up of canvas leggings (put: 
tees and leather leggings often cause 
discomfort in warm weather); short 
trousers and a well-pocketed jacket of 
Khaki or olive drab material: light 
floves (not necessarily gauntlets): a 
light but serviceable cap, and goggles, 
the latter of a type that will afford 
the rider’s eyes maximum protection 
from dust. A low collar, of some ma 
terial that is susceptible to the cleans- 
ing influence of a damp cloth, is also 
a valuable asset. 

A small camera will add greatly to 
the enjoyment of a motorcycle vaca- 
tion, and many experienced riders 
carry them everywhere, despite the 
fact. that they complicate the luggage 
problem. Here’s a tip, by the way, 
for the motorcycle vacationist who is 
also a camera enthusiast. Suspend your 
picture-m* ‘ing instrument on _ stout 
straps Letween the handlebars of your 
machine. The straps should be drawn 
taut, of course, and the. camera fas- 
tened to them securely. In this posi- 
tion the latter will be out of the way, 
will not suffer from vibration in heavy 
going and, in the event of spill, will 
not be likely to sustain injury. 

A good road-map of the territory 
to be covered should be obtained a 
week or two prior to the date set for 
the start, and the prospective tourist 
would do well to study it carefully. 
For best results the vacationist should 
not ride more than 75 to 100 miles a 
day, even when the roads are excel]- 
lent, and each day’s run should be 
gauged on the map to end in a town 
or city where hotel accommodations 
and a garage (or at least a gasoline 
and oil station) are assured, Some 
lusty enthusiasts carry a small, but 
complete camping outfit on the hag- 
gage-carrier, and scorn hotel-kwepers, 
but this innovation probably en%gils 
more trouble than it is worth in s 
tled districts. ~

COST OF PRODUCTION 


Secretary Redfield Advises the 
Manufacturers to Seek Effi- 
ciency Before Reducing Pay. 


New York, May 24.—The rate of 
wages is not the contrdlling factor 
in the cost of production, and there 
are many manufacturers who should 
employ more efficient methods before 
attempting to reduce Wages on ac- 
count of the proposed reductions in 
the tariff, William C. Redfield, sec- 
retary of commerce, declared tonight. 
He was speaking at a dinner given in 
honor of Secretary of War Garrison 
by the Hudson County Bar associe- 
tion. 

“The cost of labor itis in many in- 
dustries but a minor part of the total 
cost and rarely the controlling ele- 
ment therein,” said Mr. Redfield. “The 
difference in wages between American 
and Europe often, therefore, affects 
but a smal] part of the total cost of 
manufacture and is itself so modi- 
fied by many other conditions as to 
have small value as a basis for argu- 
ment. The chief controlling factor in 
production is the rate.and quality of 
output, Differences in cost may have 
no relation to labor. 

“The industries in our country 
which meet foreign competition best 
are those which pay the highest 
wages. The industries in America 
which profess the least ability to meet 
foreign competition are those which 
pay the lowest wages among us, as 
the ‘textile manufactures. 

“It is frequently true that the in- 
dustries with the highest protection 
from the tariff pay the lowest wages 
(wool and cotton), while those with 
the smallest tariff protection (shoes) 
pay higher and sometimes the high- 
est wages. : 

“While it is true that some of our 
industries and many individual manu- 
facturerg in our industries are highly 
efficient, it is unfortunately the fact 
that there are many more of whom 
the same cannot be said. 

‘“T believe and affirm that public 
opinion requires that manufacturers 
in whose plants the jatter is true shall 
correct their methods before they un- 
dertake to reduce wages of opera- 
tives. 

“Many of us are not using to the 
full the productive powers we control, 
Men and women in our factories are 
endowed with reason, interest, judg- 
ment, energy, imagination, attention 
and memory. Has a deliberate effort 
been made to try what the responsive 
force of these powers is to patient and 
inspiring leadership? Has it not been 
rather true that men have been con- 
sidered a kind of producing merchan- 
dise to be hired at the lowest rate at 
which poverty would force them to 
work rather than at such a rate as 
would inspire their highest produc- 
tiveness? Is not the whole outlook 
upon weges as an expense a distortion 
of the greater truth that they should 
be a remunerative investment? Has 
not the man been taken at his mathe- 
matica] value rather than at his hu- 
man one? 

“The democratic party says: ‘Look 
into your own methods; search and 
see if they are right, and before you 
touch the income of the poor make 
double sure that nothing in manage- 
ment or methods or equipment or ar- 
rangement is left undone toward your 
best efficiency.’ ”

STATE SENATOR GUILTY 
UF CHARGE OF BRIBERY 


Stilwell Convicted by New 
York Jury—May Be Fined 
and Imprisoned. 


New York, May 24,—Stephen J. Stil- 
well, state senator from the Bronx, 
recently exonerated by the New York 
state senate of charges of bribery, 
was found guilty of bribery this aft- 
ernoon by a jury. The. maximum 
penalty for the crime is ten years’ 
imprisonment and. $500 fine. He will 
be sentenced Wednesday. 

The verdict automatically takes 

from Stilwell his seat in the state 
senate. The convicted legislator 
lurched forward a _ step when the 
foreman pronounced the jury’s find- 
ings. Then he stiffened before the 
court clerk and answered the usual 
questions. Assistant District Attorney 
Nott said he considered the verdict 
just. : 
“T think one of the greatest bene- 
fits that will arise out of the ver- 
dict,” he said, “will be to show that 
the legislature, having made an in- 
vestigation into the conduct of one 
of its members, should decide the case 
on its merits, and the legislature will 
realize that it is more dangerous to 
whitewash a case than it is to decide 
one.” Stilwell was led to the: tombs. 
His counsel announced an appeal 
would be sougth. 

The crime for which Stilwell stands 
convicted is soliciting money in re- 
turn for his promised influence in re- 
porting out in the senate and assem- 
bly a bill eimed to set aside a regu- 
lation of the New York Stock  ex- 
change against listing securities not 
printed by designated banknote com- 
panies, The state senate exonerated 
Stilwell by a clean vote, but his in- 
dictment here followed. The testi- 
money developed in the trial was 
largely as presented in the senate. 
Stilwell took the stand in his own be- 
half. 


ANTIJAP LAW FOUGHT 


N HOUSE OF FRIENDS 


Resolutions Opposing the Meas- 
ure Adopted by. California 
Labor Unions. 


San Francisco, May 24.—Resolutions 
published today by two powerful la- 
bor organizations mention two things 
with reference to California’s alien 
land act: 

First, that organized labor will seek 
a gubstitute measure by invoking the 
initiative, on the ground that the go- 
called Webb bill is not strong enough. 
Reference to the initiative will not de- 
lay the present act from going into 
effect on August 10. Sufficient signa- 
tures to call for an election are said 
to ibe available without going outside 
of San Francisco. 

Second, 
ganized labor will seek not unly to in- 
voke the initiative, but will circulate 
petitions for a referendum election, 
which, if called, will prevent the Wedd 
bill from going into effect until the 
election is decided, which could not be 
until November, 1914. 

Favoring the application of referen- 
dum as well as the initiative are the 
Asiatic exclusion league, Olaf Tveitmoe, 
president, and the San Francisco Build- 
ing Trades Council, which last Thufs- 
day adopted resolutions approving the 
stand of the Asiatic exclusion league. 
Both agree that the present law is a 
“defective piece of legislation,” be- 
cause it permits “three years’ leases, 
indefinitely, of land in California by 
aliens.” 

In opposition to this resolution, the 
San Francisco Labor Council, with 
2,000 delegates from the Building 
Trades Council in attendance, unani- 
mously adopted last night resolutions 
that the initiative be invoked for a 
substitute, but the referendum be not 
invoked. 

The split makes it uncertain what 
will be the fate of a referendum peti- 
tion. Twenty thousands signatures 


are needed.

ROYAL WEDDING 
MARKS THE END 


Kaiser’s Only Daughter Be-' 
comes Bride of Prince Ernst 
of Cumberland—Ceremony 
Reunites Houses. 


CEREMONY WITNESSED 
BY THREE EMPERORS 


And All the Lesser Royalty of. 
Europe Was Present—The 


Simple Rites of the Luther- 
an Church Used.

Princess 


Berlin, May 24.—Prince 
gust, of Cumberland, and 
Victoria Luise, of Prussia, only daugh- 
ter of the German emperor, whose 
wedding occurred today with all the 
pomp and brilliancy of the most cere- 
monial court of Europe, will ascend 
the throne of the duchy of Brunswick 
at an early date. The direct line 
rulers of the duchy became extinct in 
1884. 

It was the will of the German em- 
peror that the dethroned house of 
Hanover and the house of Hohenzol- 
lern should be reconciled, and the em- 
peror made this announcement in a4 
toast at tne state banquet this even- 
ing in which he exhorted the prince 
and princess to devote their lives to 
the service of their future subjects, 
and confirmed the general belief that 
the marriage was a love match. 

Emperor William spoke to an audl- 
ence purely of royal blood, diplomatic 
representatives, ministers and other 
guests dining in other rooms. The 
stately “torch dance” formed a fitting 


conclusion to a series of brilliant pic- | 


tures. This came after the historic 
ceremonial, except that the candles 
borne before the bride was carried by 
twelve pages, instead of by the minis- 
ters, who were no longer willing to 
figu:ie in such a role. 

Escorted by the candle bearers and 
a guard with drawn swords, the bride 
Was conducted by her father 
father-in-law around the hall in court 
polonaise, the groom following with 
the empress and his mother. 

The Souvenir Garters. 

Souvenir “garters” were also distrib- 
uted to the guests in the form of silk 
ribbons ‘bearing the bride's initials and 
the date in gold letters, which mo>dern 
delicacy has substituted for pieces of 
the bride’s garter, formerly cut up and 
Gistributed by the princes of the royal 
family: on the points of their swords.

The ceremony, which took place in 
the royal chapel of the imperial cas- 
tle, seals the reconciliation between 
the dethroned house of Hanover and 
the house of Hohenzollern. 

The presence of the three most pow- 
erful sovereigns of Europe—the Ger- 
man emperor, the Russian emperor, 
and the British king-emperor—on 
terms of intimate friendship, made 
the event a demonstration of interna- 
tional peace. 

The civil ceremony was performed | 
half an hour earlier in the great, 
electers hall, a small room in the: 
most ancient part of the castle. It 
was attended by only the 
families of the bride and bridegroom. 

Before she was robed for the cere- 
mony, Princess Victoria Luise took a 
short drive in Berlin and was cheered 
vociferously by immense crowds as- 
gembled in the neighborhood of the 
place. 

A choir of men and boys was gta- 
tioned in the high gallery encircling 
the chapel, where they sang hymns. 

The Bridal Procession. 

At the conclusion of the civil cere- 
mony the bridal procession was 
marshaled into line by Count August 
Zu EBulenburg, grand marshal of the 
imperial court, and then proceeded 
the entire length of the castle through 
a long series of state apartments to 
the royal chapel. It was led Ly the 
bridal couple, the princess’ train being 
borne by four of her girl friends. 
Prince Ernst August of Cumberland 
was garbed in Prussian hussar uni- 
form. 

After them came Emperor William 
with the Duchess of Cumberland. Then 
in order the Duke of Cum- 
berland with the German empress, the 
Emperor Nicholas of Russia _ with 
Queen Mary of England, King George 
of England with Crown Princess Ce- 
cilie, the Eriperor William’s sons with 
their consorts and 50 or more other 
princes and princesses of the royal 
blood. 

Dr. Ernest

The industriai home or refcrmatory 
at Milledgeville was originally design- 
ed by act of the legislature creating it 
to care for both boys and girls, but 
the lack of necessary facilities and 
finances have made it imovossible to 
carry out the whole provision of the 
measure, and the Milledgeville reform. 
atory is able to take care only of way- 
ward boys. 

Pendleton Favors Institution. 

The need of such an institution is 
strikingly pointed out in a statement 
of Judge John T. Pendleton, of the Ful. 
ton superior court, who also presides 
over the children’s court. 

“I think a reformatory for girls is 
very much needed in Georgia,” he says. 
“The children’s court has on several 
| occasions had to send girls to Cincin- 
‘nati for the lack of a reformatory in 
Georgia.” 

The bill providing for the ertahblish- 
ment of this industrial home and schow!l 
for girls has already been tentatively 
drafted. It carries an appropriation 
of appreximately $75,000, and ts said 
to be the most sadly needed institution 
in Georgia today. 

Women on Board of Managers. 

The bill provides for the appointment 
by the governor of a board of mana- 
gers of five members, not less than 
two of whom shall be women. This 
board shall be empowered with the ap- 
pointment of the superintendent of the 
industrial home. 

The purpose of the home is to pro- 
vide a safe home for girls of 16 vears 
and under who are net actually viciors 
xr immoral, but wkto are in vicious or 
fmmora!l surroundings, and who cannct 
be properly controlled by parents 
guardians. The instituticn to be a 
home and industrial school, a reform- 
atory in the true sense of the worl, 
rather than a prison.

A Httle more than a 
year ago an effort was made to switch 
over to commission government, but 
the plan failed to carry by 71 votes, 
and more than three times that many 
of the self-asserted supporters of 
commission government failed to vote; 
az: all, At the present time the cam- 
paign is about to open under even 
more peculiar circumstances, in that 
both factions are clamoring for com- 
mission government. 

Factions have always predominated 
issues or principles {n Augusta poli- 
tics, and it has been no uncommon 
thing for both “sides” to want 
same thing, and one to kill it just 
because the other too warmly advo- 
cated it. 

Right now it looks as though the 
“ram-rackers” on both sides are 
about to be gotten together on com- 
mission government and, when the 
campaign is launched Monday night of 
next week, there isn’t going to be 
so much division. The bone of con- 
tention now is so much the framing 
of a charter as it is decision as to 
how the commissioners are to be 
chosen. The stronger proposition, at 
the moment, is that of naming the 
commission with the new charter Dill, 
but the A. P. «a. crowd and the “antis” 
are not exactly in accord on the basis 
representation.

Frisco and Central Re-Establish 
Service From Seaboard via 
Ocean Steamship Co. 


For several years previous to the 
Illinois Central securing control of 
the Ocean Steamship company, and 
Central of Georgia Railway company, 
the last two-lines in connection with 
ithe Frisco lines at Birmingham were 
jhandling steamer merchandise freight 
'on ‘a schedule of five davs from New 
York to Kansas City, and 7 days from 
New York to Denver, and Colorado 
points, and a schedule of 7 days on 
icarload and merchandise freight from 
New York-New England Atlantic sea- 
‘board territory. This arrangement 
‘was annulled by the Central of Geor- 
Sia railway shortly after’ its acquisi- 
‘tion by the Tllinots Central, and the 
routing of this heavy tonnage diverted 
‘to the Illinois Céntral at Birmingham, 
care Chicago & Alton at St. Louis, 
care Union Pacific at Kansas City, but 
as the latter route could ‘not hold up 
ithe fast time schédules of the Central 
to Birmingham, thence care Frisco 
lines direct to Kansas City, the old 
arrangement. has been again estab- 
lished, and the Frisco lines have ar- 
ranged to shorten their schedules 
somewhat between Birmingham and 
Kansas City with a view of making 
| and maintaining a schedule of 65 
hours, the distance being miles. 

During the time the Ocean Steam- 
ship company and Central of Georgia 
railway were handling their move- 
ment via the Illinois Central at Bir- 
mingham the Frisco lines have been 
working its Atlantic seaboard freight 
to the west via the- Old Dominion 
Steamship company, Portsmouth, Sea- 
board Air Line to Birmingham, care 
Frisco lines to Kansas City, thence 
care Rock Island lines. This latter 
movement has grown so heavy that 
it requires from one to three through 
trains per day from Portsmouth ta 
Kansas City, and the Frisco line’s new 
arrangement with the Central of Geor- 
gia will in no way affect its present 
handling of its heavy business via Old 
Dominion Steamship and the Seaboard 
Air Line through Birmingham.

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Indiscretions of Diplomats. 


(From Leslie’s.) 

Many British newspapers condemned 
Secretary of State Bryan’s remarks at 
the St. Patrick's day dinner in Wash- 
ington, in which he rejoiced at the 
near approach. of home rule for I[Ire- 
land, and exulted at the downfall of 
the house of lords, one of them styl- 
ing his outburst a “blazing indiscre- 
tion.” Similar conventions have often 
been broken by men in high place in 
nany governments, including our own. 
Cne of Mr. Bryan’s predecessors, Dan- 
iel Webster, secretary of state under 
Filmore, used far harsher language 
tcward Austria than Bryan has done 
toward the British tories. It was 
called out by strictures from Baron 
Hlulsemann, Austria’s charge d’af- 
faires at Washington, 1gainst our 
government for its attitude of friend- 
liness toward .the Hungarians in their 
rebellion of 1849 against Austria. 
Webster afterward conceded that his 
language was coarse and brutal, but 
said that he employed it because that 
was a good time to let the eagle 
scream. 

Constantine Catacazy, the Russian 
minister at Washington, mortally of- 
fended President Grant because of his 
personal abuse of many high officials 
here, and because of his interference 
in the relations of our government 
with other countries. Grant protest- 
ed against this conduct, and Alexander 
Il. removed Catacazy, and replaced 
him by an official who was personally 
agreeable to,president and country. 
This episode took place ata particu- 
larly inopportune time, i 1871. The 
Grand Duke Alexis, hrother of the 
czar, was in the United States on a 
teur at the time, and he received a 
memorable. welcome at the 
house and from many of our 
officers and private citizens. 
Catacazy incident, however, 
break in the relations of cordiality 
between the two countries.

bogus Murchison, a pretended British

FOR BOLL WEEN 


Strains of Cotton Developed 
That Will Resist “Black 
Root,” and Partially Null- 
fy Cotton Insect. 


The state department of entomology 
has rendered no more far-reaching or 
efficient service to Georgia than in 
devising methods to meet the coming 
attack of the Mexican cotton boll 
weevil, and at the same time develop 
strains of cotton that will successful- 
ly resist “black root” or the “wilt” 
disease, which has proven so destruc- 
tive to cotton, particularly in south 
Georgia, 

This fact is ‘prominently brought 
cut in the annual report of State En- 
tomologist E. Lee Worsham, just sub- 
mitted to the commissioner of .agri- 
culture for transmisston to the legis- 
lature. 

Conditions in Georgla thave made 
this problem a_ peculiarly = difficult 
one, because the early maturing va- 
rieties of cotton, in which have been 
found the only practicable safeguard 
against the boll weevil, were all dis- 
covered to be peculiarly susceptible to 
the “black root” disease, which had 
reached the point of destroying a 
million dollars’ worth of cotton in 
south Georgia every year. 

Wil) Mature Early. 

With the aid of capable assistants, 
especially A. C. Lewis, of his staff, 
Mr. Worsham went to work early on 
this problem, and now reports that 
next season the department will be 
ready to distribute seed that are 
“wilt-resistant and mature early 
enough to avoid the boll weevi] in a 
large measure.” 

Notwithstanding the fact that this 
is perhaps the most valuable agri- 
cultural development for Georgia in 


the cone decade, the process is one 
susceptible of far greater improve- 


ment than has yet been attained; and 
under the direction of the department 
of entomology it wil] be carried on 
until the solution is completed. 

The department makes no claim to 
having completely nullified the an- 
ticipated attack of the boll weevil, 
which is expected to make its first 
appearance in the extreme southwest- 
ern counties this year. But whatever 
it may be called“there is no question 
that the department has succeeded in 
developing a strain of cotton that 
will, in a large measure, overcome 
the attack of this insect 
maturing and, at the same time, 
sist the disastrous ‘‘wilt” disease. 

Develop Hybrid Cotton. 
connection with its experiments 
these lines, one of the impor- 
tant results obtained by the depart- 
ment was the development of a hvy- 
brid cotton of the long staple variety, 
which can be successfully grown 
through south Georgia and which, it 
is said, can be used in the course of 
time to take the place of Sea Island 
cotton. At last season’s this 
staple would be worth from to 20 
cents a pound. 

Widespread and a growing interest 
in cotton breeding has been another 
result of this work by the department 
of entomology.

It Is now practical- 
ly impossible, under the department’s 
watchful care, for a diseased tree or

As the result of directions’ given 
the farmers, hundreds of thousands of 
dellars were saved during the sum- 
rer in meeting the attacks of the 
army worm and cotton caterpillar. 
Farmers’ meetings were held in -va- 
rious sections of the state, and spe- 
cial lectures were by Mr. Wor- 
sham on cotton insects at the cotton 
school held at the gtate college of 
agriculture in January. The depart-

They only 
Knew that attendance increasingly slumped, 
particularly among the men, and that the 
devotion and consecration manifested in 
the days of our fathers was not nearly so 
much in evidence. 

The churches are beginning to make 
answer. And their answer is in the most 
convincing form, since they are fighting evils 
that are real with weapons that are real, and 
what is more, they are forgetting academic 
differences and getting together in the proc- 
ess. < With regard to the negro problem, we 
strongly hold that the millions of negroes 
in our midst call at least as compellingly to 
the churches as the distant heathen, and 
that the churches’ duty lay here no less 
than abroad. There are indications that 
the churches are themselves seeing the sit- 
uation in this light. The symptom is en- 
couraging. 

The social service feature of the Baptists, 
and the compact formed between north and 
south in handling it, is equally gratifying. 
The combatting of vice, the bettering of 
social and industrial conditions, is work 
that should essentially engage the attention 
of religion—practical, experienced religion 
—not the kind filled with theories from 
Seminaries and ignorant of “things as they 
are." It would not be surprising if the next 
few years developed a militancy in 
the church. If it comes, it wil] be ine to 
the fact that the churches recognize new 
and commanding duties in a new and prac- 
tical age.

A POOR BUSINESS POLICY.

If one Georgia county is piling up debt . 


by reason of the allcotton folly, what about 
other counties? Is.the prospect any more 
promising? In this connection we also pub- 
lish elsewhere a clipping from The Sanders- 
ville Georgian. Fifty years ago it was said 
tha: the first anxiety of the farmer was for 
the wheat crop. Now it is for cotton. And 
&S a result, the farmers are compelled to 
“buy provisions with the proceeds of the 
cotton crop.” 

Read as a contrast, and an illustration 
of what the situation would be if the Geor- 
gia farmers were awake, the clipping from 
The Dawson News. The Brooks county folk 
are in splendid financial condition because 
they not only produce their own meat and 
corn; but raise enough to sell it by the car- 
load to surrounding and less’ provident 
counties. 

The Constitution is not a prophet of 
evil. We are not discussing subjects that 
are not of common knowledge in Georgia. 
Our criticism, if destructive, is only so that 
we may encourage the destruction of cot- 
ton, aS a parasite on prosperity, and the 
construction of a prosperity not based solely 
on one crop. The figures from Fort Gaines 
carry their own story. If the county goes 
this will go behind next 
year, under the present system. «J 

That is the condition in virtually nine- 
tenths of the Georgia counties. They are 
making one crop carry the whole load. 
Capitalizing the automatic increase in the 
value of their lands, they are ignoring the 
production of corn, and meat, and robbing 
their revenue from its single source to pay 
for upkeep.

THE REIGN OF TOLERANCE. 


Remarking on the decrease of religious 
intolerance in this country, The Chicago 
Post designates, as follows, the south and 
Canada as the two sections of the continent 
where heresy-hunting still flourishes:

England states, from the  witch-burning 
days on. The remainder of the country 
held not nearly so narrow a spirit. Later 
the reaction came in New England, as was 
inevitable. The broadening of horizons ex- 
tended proportionately to other parts of the 
country. Today the level is virtually normal 
throughout the nation, with a shade more 
stringency, perhaps, in the south. 

It is of common memory in the south 
that not many years ago from many country 
pulpits the preacher expounded the doctrine 
of hell and damnation by fire and  brim- 
stone. He honestly believed that doctrine, 
as did his congregation; and both honestly 
believed that the man who did not take 
their route was doomed. These views do 
not, however, compare in vigor with those 
once sought to be believed by all New 
[england in the republic’s early days. And 
not long ago the whole north was wrought 
to a fever by the heresy trials of university 
professors and preachers whose names it is 
useless to mention. Today the doctrines for 
which these men were indicted go prac- 
tically without challenge. The same can be 
said for the south today. : 

These extremes of intolerance in re- 
ligion are passing, as is’ intolerance in 
other things. We have discovered that big- 
otry of any sort is unjust, that it does not 
pay, and that it is an enemy to progress. 
We are judging by deeds, not the shadows 
of words or fanatical phantasms. It is for- 
tunate for the cause of true religion and of 
the national destiny that this is so. For 
breadth is the symbol of growth and bigotry 
of stagnation.

WHERE ECONOMY IS CRIME. 


The Constitution prints elsewhere two 
articles on the conservation of the child 
that should focus the attention of every 
resident of Atlanta. The first is from Dr. 
Theodore Toepel, physical director in the 
Atlanta public school system. The other is 
the account of an experiment in fresh air 
teaching in the schools of Philadelphia. 

The race is no stronger than its children. 
We know that the greatest feature in medi- 
cal science today is that which looks to- 
ward prevention and the building of sound 
and moral minds in sound bodies. Are we 
exerting our utmost efforts in that direc- 
tion in Atlanta, or are we permitting the 
old, abominable policy of so-called “econ- 
omy” to thwart the health and the future 


welfare of the generation that is to rule 


tomorrow? 

Dr. Toepel says that under our exist- 
ing method two physical instructors divide 
the responsibility of 23,344 children and 508 
teachers. According to the standards of 
other cities, we should have at least twelve 
instructors—that is a minimum. He also 
discusses the value of physical training to 
the child, how instrumental a part it plays 
in enabling it to resist disease, to establish 
strength against the demanas of maturity 
and to absorb the benefits of education. Is 
parsimony in this respect, as in other, de- 
priving Atlanta’s future citizens of a fair 
staft and a square deal? 

The description of the fresh-air experi- 
ments in Philadelphia is conclusive. For a 
year students of the same age and origin 
and strength were taught under different 
conditions; one in the conventional school- 
room, with ordinary steam hea* and ventila- 
tion; the other in a school room with heat 
only turned on upon extremely cold days, 
with the windows wide open, but with chil- 
dren well wrapped against cold. At the end 
of the test, the fresh air children had so 
far distanced the hot-house children, men- 
tally and physically, as to furnish no basis 
for comparison. Read the story in full. 

Even the unstudious reader should need 
no lecture about the virtues of fresh air. 
Everybody knows the robust health, concer*- 
pitch efficiency and energy of the outdoor 
liver, and his advantage over the shut-in, 
and that fresh air is the one cure for 
tuberculosis and other diseases. Fresh air 
is life. Foul air, or insufficient air, dis- 
ease and paralyzed faculties.

WHAT ALL-COTTON FETICH 
MAY COST GEORGIA FARMERS 


(Fort Gaines Southwest ceore? 


From January 1, 1913, to May 15 of same 
year there were shipped into Fort Gaines 
from distant states, 1,696,680 pounds of corn, 
oats, feed and meal. 

In this huge pile were nearly half a mil- 
lion pounds each of corn, oats and mixed 
feed, 97,000 pounds of hay and 199,800 pounds 
of meal. 

Besides all this there were more than 
240,000 pounds of western meat unloaded at 
the railroad depot. 

The retail value of these nearly two mil- 
lion pounds of feed is approximately $62,- 
000. Ninety-five per cent of the entire ton- 
nage has already been bought and “fed 
away; and farmers in this immediate sec- 
tion did nearly all the buying and feeding! 
That isn't all. The same show is going 
(perhaps on a slightly smaller scale) at 
Coleman, Edison, Bluffton and Blakely. 
Clay county farmers are big users of the 
shipments of feed received at those places. 

This county has already spent at least 
$70,000 for corn, oats, hay, mixed feed and 
bacon. <A Fort Gaines banker says it will 
take th&t much more to finish the crop, i. 
e. to keep an adequate food supply until 
about July 15. 

Then there’s flour, sugar, lard, coffee, 
clothing, fertilizer, and a dozen other things 
that cost money. 

We're @oing to spend about three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars this year. Half of 
it will be for something to eat, and four- 
fifths of this is food we could raise here in 
the county without perceptibly lessening our 
cotton crop.

As the argicultural department proceeds 
with its work of preparing the farmer for 
the coming of the weevil, each new county 
feels the force of the blow less than the 
preceding one. 

How to Fight the Weevil. 

The department has a list of instructions 
which it sends to all its agents in counties 
where the 
appearance. In southwestern Georgia it 
might be well to begin to take note of these 
instructions now. They are as follows: 

Read These Instructions. 

1. Clear up and burn all rubbish on ditch 

banks, hedge-rows and other places about 


the field. 

29. The field selected for cultivation in 
cotton should be well drained. 

3. Prepare a good seed bed before plant- 
ing. 

4. Delay planting until all danger of 
frost is past and the soil is warm enough to 
produce rapid germination and growth. Ex- 
tra early nor extra late planting is not 
recommended. 

5. Secure seed of an early maturing va- 
riety and of high vitality. 

6. On most soils the judicious use of 
commercial fertilizers will be found profit- 
able and will hasten the maturity of the 
crop. 

7. The use of the section harrow before 
planting and after planting, and again as 
soon as the plants are to a stand, is advised. 

8. Practice intensive and shallow culti- 
vation of the crop. It is better to continue 
cultivation until the cotton begins to open.

The Only Sure Method. 

On damp, alluvial bottom lands, and on 
all lands during wet spells, this picking up 
of squares must be prosecuted with extra 
vigilance as it is the only sure method of 
holding the weevil in check. Picking the 
weevils and squares, coupled with tnorough 
and intensive cultivation, will go far toward 
insuring a profitable cotton crop. The 
neglect of these essentials will be sure to re- 
sult in failure. 

The department urges the farmer not to 
fear the expense of this picking, aS ex- 
perience shows that the fields can be in- 
spected once each week for weevils and 
squares until the 10th of August for a total 
cost of not more than $2 or $3 per acre. 

One of the most successful methods of 
fighting the weevil is “beating him to it,” by 
so cultivating the crop as to get early ma- 
turity. 

All these things have been hammered into 
the farmers of Georgia for the past three 
or four years, and they are gradually educa- 
ting them up to the point where the fight 
will be much easier for all concerned than 
it has been with the farmers of the west 
where no preparation had been made in ad- 
vance. Alabama, for instance, is in better 
shape for the boll weevil, so says the depart- 
ment, than any of the states where the pest# 
exists. Georgia ought to be in still better 
shape, having the advantage of a little more 
time for preparation.

On next Monday morning in the Ra- 
bun county superior court, at Clayton, 
will begin the trial of a lawsuit that 
not only involves the ownership of a 
strip of land wpon which several mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of hydro-electric 
construction work has been accom- 
Plished, but also has the distinction of 
having led the state’s most eminent 
lawyers into a search extending s0 
far back into the Georgia’s legal his- 
tory that seals of the state have been 
dug up by the dozen; names of Geor- 
gia state officials long forgotten have 
been brought to light and Tallulah falls 
has found to have halfadozen or more 
names including “Twuroore,” ‘“Terreorer” 
and “Telulah,’”’ according to original 
Indian treaties discovered in the search 
of musty archives. 

The suit is that of the state of Geor- 
gia v. the Georgia Railway and Power 
company, and the real issue involved 
is whether the statt ever granted away 
the right and title to that strip of land 
lying down in the gorge at Tallulah 
falls and upon which the power com- 
pany, believing it had clear titles to 
the property, has built a: huge con- 
crete dam, a power house, a switch 
house, a tunnel over a mile long and 
a great steel bridge to replace the 
bridge of the Tallulah Falls railway 
which will be submerged when the wa- 
ters of the river rise to the level of 
the big dam in the gorge.

Never Yet Tried in Court, 

Although this case has been argued 
before three governors and 
committees of the legislature, it has 
never been tried in a court room. The 
lawsuit arose from the ranks of the 
Georgia Conservation association, when 
Mrs. Helen D. Longstreet, postmistress 
at Gainesville, and a leading member 
of the association requested 'Governor 
Hoke Smith two years ago to interfere 
at Tallulah and stop the progress of 
the work being done by the 
Railway and Power company in utiliz- 
ing the natural forces there in the de- 
velopment of a water power electric 
plant to supply current to north Geor- 
gia towns and cities, including Atlanta. 

The same request was made to Gov- 
ernors Joseph M. Brown and John M. 
Slaton, and when the association could 
get no favorable action to their request 
from these officials, the legislature 
was finally appealed to for the enact- 
ment of a measure empowering the 
governor and attorney general to bring 
suit for the recovery of the land al- 
leged to belong to the state. Sur- 
veying parties had been sent out by 
(ech governor named, from the state 
university, in order to verify the orig- 
inal survey named in the grant, and 
the evidence secured by these. parties 
will ‘be used in the present Case. 

18 Months Seeking Evidence, 

The search for evidence in the case 
has been prosecuted for over eighteen 
months and minute tracings -of every 
available record concerning the land 
in litigation have been made.

From ene viewpoint, congress might 
be said to contemplate that the amount 
was not any too large to prevent vi- 
olations by the great combines. But 
it can also be construed as the decla- 
ration of a policy on part of congress 
hat laborers and farmers shall be ex- 
empt from the operation of this law 
against combinations in restraint of 
trade. 

Such a declaration of policy is what 
President Wilson considers dangerous. 

Of course, as a practical proposition, 
it is not at all probable that in the or- 
dinary course of events, any part of the 
fund would be used against labor 
unions or farmers’ societies ,even in the 
absence of the declaration by congress. 

The reason is Plain: It is not easy 
for a society of a million men to per- 
fect such an organization as can be 
used to oppress the public. It is very 
ten men twenty men con- 
trolling a great industry *. do so. 

It will be recalled that at the famous 
“Seeley dinners,” a few of the leacers 
in the industry met and by a 
“gentlemen’s agreement,” absolutely 
fixed the prices for the industry. The 
price of sugar can be controlled in the 
Same way, and the price of tobacco.

While in theory it is possible to per- 
fect such an organization of cotton 
farmers as to fix an excessively high 
price, say 25 cents a pound for cotton, 
and say to the world “You must pay 
us 25 cents a pound or you will not get 
a pound for cotton.” It can be absolute- 
ly demonstrated theoretically that such 
an organization would compel the high 
paid for the world must 
have cotton. Yet in practical opera- 
tion, the scheme breaks down; it al- 
ways has, and it always will. 

Ten men who dominate the steel in- 
dustry of the country could, under a 
protective tariff, arbitrarily fix an ex- 
high price for steel rails, 

railroads were obliged to 
for which passengers and 
saippers were ultimately taxed. But 
a million cotton farmers cannot build 
up an organization that can be used 
to; oppress the public, or exact unrea- 
sona@bly high prices for their prod- 
ucts. Such an organization will not 
hold together, and the individual mem- 
bers will not abide by the agreement. 

These practical considerations were 
minds of the framers of the 
law, who wanted a statute 
that protect the many from the 
unreasonable exactions of the few. 

Of course, any combination of two or 
more men to raise their la- 
bor or commodities is in nature of 
restraint of trade; but here the su- 
preme court steps in and interprets 
the law to prohibit only “unreasonable” 
restraints of trade. The conspiracy 
must be so flagrant and oppressive as 
to go bevond the ordinary course of 
business and be opposed to sound pub- 
lic plicy.

Mr. Marschall, interested in his 
adopted people, quickly acceded to her 
request and claims to have made the 
first Confederate flag, which was at 
once adopted by Miss J. C. Tyler, of 
Virginia, grand-daughter of President 
John Tyler, and placed on the staff 
above the capitol at Montgomery, Ala., 
March 4, 1861, just one month after 
the Confederate government was form- 
ed. This flag’ consisted of two stripes 
of red with a white stripe between, 
a field of blue to the left with seven 
white stars representing the then sev- 
en seceding states. 

Similar to Austrian Uniform. 

So gratified was Mrs. Locket 
this success that she asked Mr. Mar- 
schall if he could not design a uni- 
form to be worn by the Confederate 
soldiers. At once came into his mind 
a beautiful gray uniform worn by the 
Austrian sharp shooters of his own 
neme city. He immediately made 
sketches of the uniform, indicating the 
different colors to be used on col- 
lars to denote the branch of service. 

The officers were to have buff. 

The cavalry were to have vellow. 

The infantry were to have blue. 

The artillery were to have red. 

The Austrians had green upon their 
uniform, 

Now these suggestions were made 
and adopted and this tells the story 
how the flag and uniform of our Con- 
federacy originated. 

By many it was thought that Fran- 
cis Bartow first suggested the gray 
color, but when we realize that our 
hero fell in the first battle of Man- 
before the gray uniform was 
suggested, we can readily understand 
that this could not have been true. 

As to the first Confederate flag. Mr. 
Orrin Smith, of Warren county, N. C.. 
also claims to have been the origzina- 
tor of this flag that Miss L. CG. Tvler 
raised over the capitol in Montgom- 
ery, Ala., March 4, 1861. The gpecial 
claims of each contestant should be 
placed side by side in our U. D©@ 
history that the future historian may 
decide, if he can, as to who first seized 
the thought of the design.

The move on foot by the Retail Gro- 
cers and Butchers’ Association to se- 
cure a half holiday for all engaged in 
these businesses during the summer 
months is.meeting with much encour- 
agement as it deserves.

Details’ of Parade 

On Wednesday, June 4, the largest 
parade that has ever gone through the 
Streets of Atlanta will be pulled off by 
the jobbers, the commission merchants, 
the meat packers, all of the retail gro- 
cers and market men. This parade 
will ‘be over 2 miles in length. 

The grand marshals of the day will 
be the Hon. Harry L,; Schlesinger and 
the Hon. Nym McQCullough, with their 
assistants. This Parade will form at 
1:30 at the state capitol, Mitchell street 
side, will march down Mitchell street 
to Whitehall, out Whitehall and Peach- 
tree streets to North avenue, down 
North avenue to’ West Peachtree, back 
up West Peachtree to ePachtree and 
will disperse at Five Points. 

A little over a year ago Mr. Harry 
lL. Schlesinger entertained eight prom- 
inent retail mefchants at the Piedmont 
hotel at kuncheon. At that time this 
mammoth scheme was launched, and 
since that time, the merchants have 
been -working quietly and _ steadily. 
They have now secured the signatures 
of over 300 of the retail merchants for 
closing, and have secured through the 
city salesmen of the jobbers, the ver- 
bal consent of many more. This prac- 
tically means that every retail grocery 
store, market and provision store will 
be closed at noon on Wednesdays dur- 
ing the months of June, July and Au- 
gust. Through the indefatigable ef- 
forts of Mr. O. T. Camp, the president 
of the Retail Grocers’ association, this 
movement is now an absolute certain- 
ty.

From an economic standpoint, this 
parade will be the biggest thing inau- 
gurated on account of the number of 
people.to whom it gives a half holiday, 
which they have never enjoyed in the 
past. 

After the parade the merchants will 
be entertained at various other amuse- 
ments gotten up for their special ben- 
efit by the entertainment committee.

THE SALESMAN’S MOTTO: I will accomplish everything 
within the power of energy, tact and resourcefulness; nay, 
more, | will attempt and overcome the impossible. 


SALESMANSHIP. 


There its a certain amount of work 
required of both parties to a sale. The 
salesman has to do his work in the 
persuading of his prospect, and the 
uggesting and writing of the order. 
The prospect has his work to do in 
the mental decision to give an order, 
and then in deciding the amount and 
style of the order. The good sales- 
man will do as much of the prospect's 
work for him as possible. 

Of course, it is impossible 
up the prospect's mind for him, and 
the only effort the salesman will use 
in this question is in the bringing of 
as much pressure to-bear as possible. 
But in the filling out of the order 
and the selecting of the goods the 
salesman can do much to render the 
prospect’s work easier, and at the 
same time render his getting the order 
more of a certainty. The good sales- 
man will Keep himself as well posted 
as possible on the condition of busi- 
ness in his customer’s territory, and 
will thus be in as good position to 
offer advice as possible. He will also 
know the condition of the customer's 
stock and be able to suggest replen- 
ishing where it is needed. He will 
be able to suggest new ideas which 
are adapted to that particular trade, 
and to otherwise help the tradesman 
in his business. But there is one 
way in which the salesman is fre- 
quently able to help his customer, 
which is nevertheless frequently over- 
lcoked. This is in the matter of ser- 
vice. In selling many things the 
salesman can often secuire orders by 
showing the exact goods which are 
going to be delivered and can thus 
save the customer the trouble of mak- 
ing up his own designs and figur- 
ing out what he wants. In the sell- 
ing of advertising this is well flus- 
trated, althvugh there are thousands 
of other things sold to which the ar- 
gument equally applies. But In sell- 
ing advertising the salesman who Is 
able to Graw up copy for the ads has 
a huge advantage over the man who 
{fs compelled to depend on the copy 
the customer himself draws up. Many 
advertising salesmen, however, who 
are quite capable of writing ads and 
who do so when requested to, never 
seem to think of going to the trouble 
of writing an ad for a man before 
he has agreed to runit. Yet many an 
advertising contract has been signed 
because the salesman had the ad al- 
ready drawn up, and it appealed to 
the judgment of the advertiser. 

Salesmen will find the painstaking 
ziving of service in every way a large 
asset in the securing of that business 
total, which they desire to show each 
month. 


THE CREDIT MAN. 


At the annual meeting of the 
lanta Credit Men’s association, held 
last week, the association went on 
record as approving the bills now be- 
fore the legislature, which tend to 
provide protection for the retail mer- 
chants. Such measures as the Gar- 
nishment bill, the Fraudlent Check 
bill, etc. This is an Important fea- 
ture of the credit man’s work, and it 
should receive closer attention than 
it frequently does.

From an Address Delivered Before the Cleveland Chamber of 
Commerce by Wm. C. Redfield. 


First of all,

Driving is one 
thing; efficiency is something else, 

Efficiency is not something we can 
so out and buy. It does not come in 
packages with directions for use. it 
is more like a plant; that is, it is 
something that grows: and it is like 
a plant in this, too, that the longer 
it takes to grow, the stronger and 
more enduring it is. Try to make a 
good sized shop really efficient, and 
if you do it in three years you have 
done well and will then find more 
to do. 

Furthermore, not only is 
a4 matter of evolution but it is. not 
always pleasant at first. It is an 
acquired taste. It runs counter to 
many things that we did before, and 
we have to learn that it is like some 
cheese—the taste is much better than 
the smell, and that it is finer food 
than our senses would lead us to be- 
lieve. 

For efficiency destroys factory hab- 
its. It has no mercy on such as are 
bad and it tells us to substitute bet- 
ter ones for those that are good. We 
all run more or less in what we eall 
for politeness “srooves,”’ but which 
the inconsiderate call “ruts,” and this 
new idea does not tolerate such things. 
Then, too, it is a destroyer of com- 
placency. How often we feel that 
we are. doing something just in the 
right way only to have @ competitor 
underbid us. When. the shock has 
passed we discover that there was a 
better way than ours, after all. 

Eternal vigilance is the price of 
efficiency. Every man must be his 
own watchdog,. and his first duty 
will be to bark at himself. A lot of 
us would like efciency if it did not 
imterfere with our owRm ways.

This collar design should be transferred to very sheer handkerchief linen, a closely woven fabric, yet firm and gauzy. 
First embroider the flowers and leaves. Since they are small they will look neatest if finished in solid satin stitch. 
Before working the eyelets press the goods, then lay the material upon a cake of hard white soap, drive the metal or wooden skewer through the goods into the soap until the hole ts enlarged to the Indicated line of the evelet. Only one eyelet should be 
ared at a time. This method is preferable to the usual running thread around the eyelet, and it better preserves the shape. Then use a single or double thread to whip the edges of the punctured eyelet. Make no knots in the thread, and do not carry the 
from one eyelet to its nefghbor. Each must be single, neatly finished and perfect in contour. 
Baste any desired lace or net under the motifs indicated for lace motifs, embroider the edge solidly and cut superfluous net from the back. Or, better still, work that portion in lace net stitch.
